or, John L. DuBeis, K«q., decided 
that all had been provided for that 
came within (he scope of (he various 
recommendations, under which they 
were acting and met with the pooi 
jlireotors in an effort to do what they 
eould and still be right. This meeting 
resulted in no further action and in 
the meantime the contract was being 
held up awaiting Judge Kyan's ap- 
proval. A meeting of the judge, the 
commissioners and Ihejwor directors 
was then held, Director Poster sending 
word that tbe plans suited him al- 
right, and Judge Byan promptly de- 
cid«d that the county oommiisioners 
were in the right and approved ttie 
contiact, in consequencec ol which 
the work is now going on. The life

Now the Govern- 
ment proposes to Import sturgeon 
from Koumania and experiment with 
tbem in tbe Delaware. 


Tbe idea of importing the fish was 


submitted to the Department of Com- 
merce by Minister 
Knowles, now 


at Bolivia. Before 
going to that 


country Mr. Knowles was Minister 
to lioumanla. While there he oecaine 
interested in 
the sturgeon fiahing 


industry, and five years ago urged 
officials of this Government to import 
sturgeon to streams of tbe United 
States. 


Recently he was in Washington 


and discucsed the subject with Sec- 
retary RedSeld. The Secretary was 
interested and called In the Fish 
Commissioner. The latter approved 
the plan and it was decided to start 
negotiations with the Oovernment of 
Roumania with a view to getting per- 
mission to Import the bsh. Secretary 
Redfleld directed the Fish Commis"- 
sioner to bring to Philadelphia three 
car loads of sturgeon.

About the most severe electric and 


rain stornj of years visited the county 
seat last Saturday.

Philadelphia Fares Well. 


As was to be expected, Philadelphia 


fared better than any ether section of 
the state, the most notable legislation 
tor tlie c(ty being the enabling act 
allowing it to borrow $46.000,000 for 
.transit, water front and other perma- 
'nent Improvements. 
In addition to 


this the legislature also passed a reso- 
lutlon to amend the constitution so 
that $35,000,00(1 nay be appropriated 
to construct a sea wall along the 
Delaware river, with a great system 
ot docks to accommodate the growing 
commerce of fie port. This resolution 
wfll also have to pass in the next 
regular session of 1915, and will then

A change of radical importance In

It requires 
that the voter when registering shall 
Indicate the party to which he belongs 
and he Is. then enrolled as a member 
of that p irty. On primary election day 
he is only permitted to take the bal- 
lot of thi' party In which he has been 
enrolled, and unless he has been en- 
rolled he is not permitted to partici- 
pate In ihe primary. U Is permitted 
further, however, that he may regis 
ter later and take part In the general 
election. 
The nm-partisan ballot bill, which 


was also adopted, provides for 


Not more than one referendum elec- 
tion la to be held within a period of 
six months, but it is permissable M 
submit more than one ordinance at 
the same election, and ordinances may 
be brought before councilmen upor 
the initiative option of 15 per cent of 
the voters. 


The question of regulating the keep- 


ing of articles of food in cold stoiage 
which has been frequently before the 
sessions of the legislature for some 
time past, was finally disposed of this 
year by the adoption of a bill offered 
by Representative S. J. Cans, of Phil- 
adelphia, and afterwards signed by 
Governor Tener 
Strenuous 
efforts 


were made from time to time by the 
interests Involved to defeat or side- 
track this bill, but after a stormy ca- 
reer it managed to pass both houses 
and become a law. 


According to the terms of the bill 


all cold storage plants in the state 
are placed under the supervision ol 
the dairy and food commissioner, and 
specific periods for the storage of cer- 
tain foods are provided for. Violations 
of the ict are punishable by flne and 
Imprisonment, and It is provided that 
the law shall become effective ninety 
days after its opproval by the gover- 
nor. The bill directs the dairy and 
food 
commissioner to inspect each 


storage warehouse before granting it 
a license, and if it proves satisfactory 
the necessary license shall be granted 
upon payment of a fee of $50 an- 
nually.

Cities May Create Pension Fund. 


It is provided for in another act (hat 


titles of the second class in this com- 
monwealth are authorized to create a 
pension or benefit fund for aged, re 
tiring or disabled employes of suet 
cities, and for this purpose are au- 
thorized to create such a fund by de 
ducting from the salaries of, munici- 
pal employes certain fixed amounts oi 
by annual appropriations therefor by 
way of increase In the salaries of suet- 
employes, or by both methods, and 
are therefore authorized to specif; 
such terms and conditions for the pur- 
pose of determining the eligibility oi 
members and the amount of pension 
or benefit to.be received. 


An amendment to the pure food act 


prohibiting the sale of eggs unfit foi 
food provides that in future all shells 
of such eggs as may be unfit for food 
shall first be removed or broken b? 
smashing or otherwise and shall then 
be denatured by the use of kerosene 
eo that it shall not be possible to us« 
these articles In any manner as a part 
of any foodstuffs. 


According to an amendment to th« 


act providing, for the health and safot} 
of minors in certain employments il 


be submitted to the voters of the 


for their ratification at the next

Ooa ol the early acts of the legis- 


lature which attracted

oaual attention was a resolution pro-

alon, and although It was opposed by 
the party leaders of the senate it suc- 
ceeded IB being adopted by a bare con- 
stitutional majority. This resolution

Ylous sessions the present legislature 
succeeded in adopting a bill which has

trates or justices of the peace. 


It Is made unlawful for any person 


In any county of the state who anal 
hold himself up to the public as being 
entitled to practice law or to convej 
the Impression that he Is a practl 
tioner of the law of this or any othel 
state, county or land or shall adver 
tlse himself without having been dulj 
admitted to practice law In a court ol 
record of any county In this common 
wealth. An offense of this kind It 
made punishable by fine and Impris 
onment 


By the terms of an act signed Apri 


18, 1913, any county or city in whlcl 
the county seat is within the locatloi 
of said city is authorized to erect t 
joint county and municipal bulldlni 
and is furthermore authorized to Issue 
bonds in payment of any Indebtednesi 
Incurred for the cost of such bulldlnt 


standard unless they are actually so, 
and upon conviction the seller shall 
be sentenced to pay a fine of $100, to- 
gether with the costs of prosecution. 


The act of May 1, 1913, defines what 


shall be known as a "pure mattress, 
and prescribes regulations for the en-

For Vocational Schools. 


In order to provide for a proper sys- 


tem of vocational education an act 
was passed defining at 
length 
the 


meaning of vocational education and 
providing for the establishment and 
regulation of vocational schools and 
atate aid in the maintenance thereof. 
In brief, the act provides that voca- 
tional education shall mean an educa- 
tion tbe controlling purpose of which 
Is to fit for profitable 
employment 


"ludusrial education" shall mean that 
form of vocational education which 
fits for trades, crafts and manufactur- 
Ing pursuits, including the occupations 
of girls and women carried on in work- 
shops. "Agricultural education" shall 
mean that form of vocational educa- 
tion which fits for the occupations 
conected with the tilling of the soil, 
the care of domestic animals, forestry 
and other wage-earning or productive! 
work on the farm. "Household arts" 
education shall mean that form of vo 
catlonal education which fits for occu- 
pations connected with the household, 
The state board of education Is au- 
thorized and directed to investigate 
and aid in the introduction of Indus 
trial, agricultural and household arts 
education and assist in the establish 
ment of schools and departments lot 
the aforesaid forms of education The 
board shall make a report annually to 
the governor and the legislature de- 
scribing the condition and progress ol 
this form ot education and make such 
recommendations as the board may 
deem advisable. After this branch ol 
education has been approved by the 
state board of education as to organ! 
ration, control, etc., school districts 
maintaining vocational schools shall 
receive reimbursement from the com
